-war. -had there been on busltania 
atrocity, of which today is the 
twelfth anniversary. 


< Although the United1 States did 
•not enter the world war until two 
years) after the sinking of the Lus- 
Itania, this outrage against Amer- 
ican neutrality and every humane 
law was the first of that concatena- 
tion of events which culminated 
In the crystalization of public opln- 
ion in this country against the 
central powers and, finally, 
a 


declaration of war. 


Meditations on this tragedy of 


the war convince one that there is 
a''J«Btice which sometimes grinds 
swiftly. 
The civilized world1 felt 


ttytt. a nation guilty of such a crime 
coitftd not win the world war, and 
Germany did not win.
